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GARBANZO  PRODUCTION  DOWN 
18  PERCENT  IN  I960 


Garbanzo  production  in  18  reporting  countries  was  146  million 
bags  in  I960,  18  percent  under  1959,  but  27  percent  over  the 
1950-54  average.  More  than  90  percent  of  these  garbanzos  were 
produced  in  India  and  Pakistan  where  production  was  down  20 
percent  — up  slightly  in  Pakistan  but  down  22  percent  in  India. 

The  balance  of  world  production,  less  than  10  percent  in  I960, 
was  grown  in  Southern  Europe,  the  Middle  East,  North  Africa, 
and  the  Americas.  The  European  crop  was  down  12  percent,  but 
the  Middle  East,  Africa  and  the  Americas  all  reported  increases 
from  1959  of  3 to  15  percent. 

Europe;  Spain’s  output,  the  largest  in  Europe  was  12  percent 
less  than  in  1959,  and  14  percent  less  than  the  average.  Output 
in  the  much  smaller  producing  countries  of  Italy  and  Portugal 
was  down  17  percent  and  14  percent  respectively  from  1959. 

Middle  East:  In  the  Middle  East,  4 countries  reported  production 

10  percent  over  1959  and  about  equal  to  the  1950-54  average. 

Here,  Turkey  is  the  largest  producer,  accounting  for  90  percent 
of  the  total  for  the  Middle  East  crop.  Turkey's  crop  was  up  12 
percent  from  1959  and  14  percent  from  the  1950-54  average. 

Africa:  The  small  production  in  3 reporting  African  countries 

was  up  4 8 percent  from  1959  and  8 percent  from  the  1950-54 
average.  This  was  due  largely  to  the  Moroccan  crop  which  was 
double  the  1959  output  and  12  percent  above  the  1950-54  average.

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Americas:  Production  in  the  Americas  in  I960,  where  Mexico 
produces  80  percent  of  the  total  crop,  was  up  3 percent  from 
1959  and  40  percent  over  the  1950-54  average.  Output  in  Mexico, 
was  up  28  percent  over  the  1950-54  average,  but  only  slightly 
over  1959.  The  much  smaller  production  in  Argentina,  Chile 
and  the  United  States  was  up  7 percent,  19  percent,  and  32  per- 
cent respectively  from  the  1959  levels.  Argentina  and  Chile 
almost  doubled  their  1950-54  productions  and  output  in  the  United 
States  almost  tripled. 
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
